]jiike his film*s hero Jim ^arrison Etone has trouble telling the truth even by 
accident. His campaign of pretended CIA/ Eastern/ -Establishment/ felecipied" reporters 
out to get him is to his knowledge false. He knows very well that after warning him I 
was responsible for the exposures and tliaij after the first and fine one by George Gardner, 
it was as it should have been a self-sustaining story© 

(Apologies for my typing. I'm not^lmost 79, seriously impaired, must keep ny legs 
elevated when I'm not using them, and thus the typewriter ±$ to one side.) 

What seems to have escaped reportorial and critic/recollection is that when Etone 
announced his movie ho told the world that it would record their history for the people 
and would tell them who killed their President, wliy and how© He also announced thut hd 
was basing liis film on Garrison's "On the '^rail of the Assassins," to my personal know- 
ledge the one trail he never took.

One of Btone ' s continuing lies io that hd use3 all that ha3 come to light in his 
film, saying ut the game time tliat the government i3 suppressing all it3 relevant records 
until the year 2039 at the earliest. The fact is that ho had no interest at all in fact 
and what he refers to as "information" is in fact the unproven, mostly Untenable mid not 
infrequently irrational, conspiracy theories.
